What this involves a glimpse at the work 


being done on the Empress of Japan, now in drydock at Kowloon, 


may suggest. 


The Empress of Japan went into 
drydock on Thursday, She is now 
stocked up with her bow close under 
the blah bluff at the back 9 of the 
Hongkong and Whampon Dock Com- 
pany’s works. Sluny about her sides, 
¢lambering, with tar buckets up her 
vigning, or working within her. are 
inen Whose number varies dally from 
1,000 to 2,000. ‘They produce a cons- 
tant clatter which makes conversa- 
tlon In certain parts of the ship {m- 
possibic, ‘ 

hine a colony of woodpeckers, with 
steel chiscls for beaks, men tap ine 
cessantly at the plating of the Em- 
press, clearings nway her rusted palnt- 
ing.

rPHE NEWS thit Hungary has 

joined the anti-Comintern 
bloc will not surprise observers 
of events in Europe. That the 
move is not unanimously ap- 
proved by Hungarians is 
dicated, however, by reports of 
Opposition dissent in Parlia- 
ment and agrarian unrest inthe 
country. 

Among the subdividers of 
Czecho-Slovakia, Hungary had 
the best claim historically ‘and 
racially, and was perhaps the 
least satisfied. 

The Magyars who came under 
the rule of Prague by the 
Treaty of Trianon had counted 
themselves Ifungarians for cen- 
turies, Although better treated 
than most minorities in Europe 
no strong outside pull was re- 
to turn their eyes tu 
Budapest. And in Hungary the 
return of these “brothers”? has 
been a primary popular goal. 

Hungary alone cannot satisfy 
her claims by enforcing the type 
of threats which supported the 
German and’ Polish demands. 
The Government at Budapest, 
threatened both from the left 
and right by jinternal political 
pressures, and seeking: financial 
stability, had no little cause for 
fear that continued Czech resis- 
tance would cause a war for 
which Hungary is not prepared, 
physically or mentally. Bela 
Imredy’s Government is engaged 
in agrarian reforms, breaking 
up some:of the big estates, and 
seeking to hold off the Hun- 
garian Nazis and preserve par- 
liamentary forms. A war would 
end that effort. zi 

Hungary’s fear of war is at 
an end, unless, of course, the 
September crisis is revived and 
the whole of Europo is plunged 
into chaos, It may be taken for 
granted that the price of Hun- 
garian participation in the anti- 
Comintern ‘bloc is comparative 
freedom from internal Nazi 
pressure, at the expense of de- 
mocracy elsewhere. It means, 
in effect, that Germany Vins 
extended its orbit’ further into 
the south-east, has pushed its 
frontier’ to Rumania, the only 


nation that now separates Ger- 


many from the Black Sea.

An Italian labourer comes out 
of the one-price store opposite, 
climbs aboard a tramcar to 
Carthage; a steel helmeted 
policeman on traflic duty mo- 
tions three white-robed women, 
their faces covered with black, 
visor-like stockinette veils, to 
make way for an official car 
bound for the Regency. _ 

Outside the Cafe Royal Mme. 
—, secretary's wife, still Parisi- 
enne with high ‘heels and furs, 
waits to take tea with Mme—, 
judge's wife. 

And moving swiftly on bony 
brown legs, on every pavement, 
every roadway, £0 countless 
Arabs in grimy white, or brown, 
or grey robes. = : 

This is Tunis City this hot 
afternoon, in this corner of 
North Africa, which France has 
and Mussolini wants. 


THE French of Tunis 
have no doubt why 
Mussolini wants this strip of 
mountain, desert and plain, as 
big as the British Isles. If he 
once has it he will be boss of 
the central and perhaps all the 
Mediterrancan. 

For Tunis is the cerner of 
Africa which runs closest to 
Italy. On the map, if your eye 
runs along the toe of the Italian 
peninsula’s boot, through the 
island of Sicily and continues 
west, it comes to Tunis. 

With. this-part of-. Africa in 
his hands Mussolini would 
easily ‘be able te cut with sub- 
marines and airplanes all the 
main liner and warship routes in 
the Mediterranean. 

I stood yesterday on a head- 
land above the Bay of Carthage 
at North Tunis with a French 
Army reserve officer. He point- 
ed across a great blue sweep of 
bay, where two French sub- 
marines were dark dots moving 
seawards towards grey moun- 
tains in the east. : : 

“Fifteen or twenty minutes’ 
flight away to the east by a fast 
bomber is the Italian island of 
Pantellaria, which Mussolini has 
turned into a solid fortress,” he 
said. “Bombers from Sicily: 
could reach here in forty-five 
minutes. We are © standing 
practically on European soil. If 
Italy were here it would be as if 
France held both shores of the 
English Channel.” 


E paused and turned 

in the direction of the 
crumbling: columns of the ruined 
city of Carthage that lay below 
us amid fussy white suburban 
villas of to-cuy. 

“Fhe old Carthaginians -knew 
that if the Romans once had 
power here they would be rulers 
of the Mediterranean,” he said. 
“Thal is why they sent Hannibal, 
elephants and all, to Europe to 
march over the Alps on Rome. 
That is why the Romans, too, 
thundered: for a year, ‘Carthage 
must be destroyed,’ until finally 
100,000 Roman troops smashed 
oll Carthage to bits and sowed 
the ruins with salt. The pro- 
blem is still the same now as 
then at bottom.” 

Back in Tunis I stopped the 
car at the end of Jules Ferry- 
avenue, where the cinemas and 
shops have finally given up the 
struggle of Europeanisation and 
left the field to streets of squatid 
one-storey yellow houses. 

Blacked-haired, brown-skinned 
children played in the sun: 


black-haired, brown-skinned men shots with models and tonks.

ways of their homes. 

This is the “poor Italian’ dis- 
trict of Tunis, where navvies, 
mechanics, tramcar drivers, plas- 
terers, Who make up a big part 
of the Italian colony, live. 

Out west in the villas and flats 
are wealthier Italian business 
men, shopkeepers and lawyers. 
There are 94,000 Italians in 
Tunisia, the French say, against 
108,000 French. But the Italians 
scoff at these figures and claim 
to be in the majority, saying the 
Freneh counted in all the people 
born Italian but who have be- 
come naturalised and are now 
French. 

“And why 
French. 

Whatever the: numbers, no 
doubt the great majority of the 
Italian colony are organised in- 
to one solid disciplined block, 
controlled directly by the Fas- 
cist authorities from Rome. 


HERE are two local 
Henleins, though both 
hotly deny they are anything of 
the sort. One is the Italian 
Consul, Signor Lanza. Bald- 
headed, of neat military ap- 
pearance, he came here after 
winning his spurs at the Consu- 
Inte in London during the days 
of sanctions. From the new 
Consulate, where the gold‘ Fas- 
cist’ emblem stands over the 
doorway; he controls Italian 
schools and hospitals, the work- 
ers’ welfare society, and other 
organisations through which the 
ideas of Italy and the Duce are 
kept ever before the eyes of the 
Italian colony.

The “Telegraph” reporter followed 
the drain to the centre of the Intern- 
ment Camp. 


WALKED UNDERNEATH 
POLICE SENTRIES 


In order to retrace the footsteps 
of the Internces, he had to walk 
underneath {he unsuspecting guard 
zabeve ground, for n distance of 
about 250 yar rom Sing Wong 
Tal Strect, to the centre of the 
camp.

There was n sequel to the re- 
capture of the six men in the Kow- 
loon Maglstrncy this morning, when 
the six recoptured = Internees ape 
pearcd before the Magistrate.

Worship to impose the severest 
pun'shment posalble, in order to deter 
any future attempts by internces to 
escape. 

After adjourning the-case for ao 
short period Jn which to study the 
Ordinances governing the charges, 
the Magistrate imposed a sqntence of 
two months’ Imprisonment. 

Dramatle evidence was given by 
Inspector Rodgers during the hearing 
of the case, 

He caused a stir in court when he 
sa'd that on other occasions men hod 
attempted to escape, und two had 
been shat at ond killed by camp 
guards, 

Ho added that the internees 
Knew that If they attempted to 
escape they would be thot, 
Inspector Rodgers said that the slx 

defendants escaped from the camp 
between 7 and & p.m, on Fridoy, 
January 13, by lifting the cover over 
a manc-hole which led to a deep 
nulloh running underneath the camp. 
Altogether 109 men escaped this way. 

‘Pha elx defendants were arrested 
in Kowloon Tong only a few hours 
after they had escaped.

may suggest. 


The Empress of Japan went into 
drydock on Thursday, She fs now 
stocked up with her bow close under 
the high bluff at the buck of the 
Hongkong and Whampoa Dock Com- 
pany's works, Slang ubout her sides, 
clambering with tar buckets up her 
rigging, or working within her are 
men whose number varies daily from 
1,000 to 2,000, They produce a cons- 
tant clatter which makes conversa- 
tlon in certain parts of the ship im- 
possible,

New British 
Note 


Secks Interprotation OF 
Japan’s Policy 


Toltyo, Jan, 14. 

Sir Robert Cralgic, British Am- 
bassador to Japan,: to-day presented 
Mr. Arita, Japanese Foreign Minis- 
ter, with a new British Note request- 
ing a more preelse ond detailed in- 
terpretation of Japan's policy and 
‘aims in China og outlined by the 
former [rime Minister, Prince 
Konoye, and himself on November 2 
and December 19 respectively. 

It fs understood that Great Britain 
reiterates her adherence to the prin- 
ciple of the Open Door and equal 
opportunity and declines to agree to 
unilateral modification of the Nine 
Power Pact, though ene is ready to 
consider constructive suggestions for 
modification.—Reuter, 

Firm Language ‘ 
London, Jan. 15. 

The Hongkory correspondent of the 
Sunday Times understands that the 
British note Is of some 2,000 words 
and lays down fn firm language—

U.S. GUNBOAT “HOISTS: “CHINESE 
JUNK SAIL FOR HOMEWARD TRIP | 


Sacramento, Famed 
“Ghost” Ship, Adds 


_ New Romantic Touch | 


" Feistsc a Chincse junk sailo on her last trip home, the 
American gunboat Sacramento left Manila on 
January 12 for New York via European ports, — 


The coal-burning “Galloping 
Ghost” as she js nicknamed, has 
steamed the seas for 26 years 
ond has figured in many daring 
adventures. Her improvised 
sails gave a lust picturesque 
touch to her carcer. 


The ship was loaded to the gun- 
wales with provisions and stores for 
u five-month stay away from a navy 
yard or a repair or supply shop. In- 
cluded in the special gear aboard were 
two Philippino bancas und plenty of 
deep-sea fishing gear. 

The cails inciuged a jury rig, which 
the captain calls a “ghost rig,” the 
mainsail being one of the Flagship 
Augusta's old awnings, and the spank- 
er being cn improvised Chinese jun 
sail of matling and bumboo, When 
the wind is favourable they will 
hoist the sail in order to reduce coul 
consumption, otherwise they will use 
thelr precious coal, of which they 
«cannot carry too much. 


She has 12 officers and 180 men 
aboard, taken from. various ships in 
the Auintic Fleet, In the erew the 
ship js taking a great many "short 
timers” and a number of Filipinos, 
all of whom are not too happy about 
leaving Manila on a slop that prob- 
ably will not return to these waters, 
About 50 of the men were picked up 
from destroyers in Manila. 


“We are going to talce our time go- 
ing home," Captain Allen said, “and 
make the type of crulse ships used to 
take in the old navy. We will have 
tlme to go through the ceremony of 
crossing the equator and visit out-of- 
the-way placcs in uddition to the 
various Important ports cn route.

Appeal Against Dance 
Band Disturbances 
Is Allowed 


BUT SYMPATHY IS EXPRESSED 10 
RESPONDENT BY FULL COURT 


THE appeal brought by Mr. 
Post Office, against tho decision 


Douglas Fitches, of the General 
of Mr. R. Edwards, Magistrate, 


in dismissing two summonses brought by him against Mr. Frank 


Gray, of the Majestic Ballroom, 


for permitting or causing to be 


made noises calculated to disturb, was granted this morning’ by 


the Full Court, tine Mr. 
Justice E. H, Williams. " 


The Court, however, were in 
sympathy with the respondent 
and considered that justice 
would be done if they dismissed 
the summonses with a caution. 


THE JUDGMENT 
In the course of his Judgment, Mr. 


Justice Lindsell said; This is an ape 
peal. by way of case stated from the 
decision of a Magistrate whereby he 
dismissed two complaints preferred 
by the appellant against the respon- 
dent under Section 13 (1) of the 
Summary Offences Ordinance, 1932, 
for permitting or causing te be made 
in the New Majestic Ball Room be- 
tween 9.30 p.m. and 2 om, on the 
night of May 14, 1938, and again 
between 11.30 p.m. and I am. on 
the night of May 16, 1938, noises cal- 
eculnted to disturb or annoy the 
appellant and other persons. 

The material {nets as found by the 
Magistrate are that the appellant 
lived on the top floor of the General 
Post Office Building almost opposite 
the New Majestic Ball Room, for 
which the respondent was the holder 
of a public dance hall Heence under 
the Miscellancous Licences Ordinance, 
1933, The nolse coming from the 
premises was the usunl noise of a 
dance band in which brass instru- 
ments, cymbals, castanets and tom 
toms could be henrd, and ot intervals 
singing. The band conslsted of 10 
players. The nolse way the ordinary 
noise to be expected from na band of 
10 players and was no more than 
‘was rensonably to be expected of a 
dance hall, Jt disturbed the appel- 
Jant to such on.extent that In spite 
of his closing his windows he was 
unable to sleep. A Mr, . Croucher 
who resided in the same locality was 
similarly disturbed, Both were ren- 
sonably annoyed by the nolsc, The 
buildings in the neighbourhood were 
used as shops,’ offices, residential 
flats and places of public entertaln- 
ment. 

Being of the opinion that to con- 
vict the respondent was to convict 
him of doing no more than what he 
was by necessary Implication cn- 
titled to do under his licence, the 
Magistrate dismissed both summonses. 


THE REAL QUESTION 


After. referring to the urguments 
made by Counsel for both parties, 
His Lordship continued: -The real 
question to be decided here Is the 
sufliciency in law of the authority 
vested In the respondent by his 
licence to protect him from the con- 
sequences of having disturbed = the 
appellant by that noise. It ig. abund- 
antly, clear law thot where a person 
is urmed with authority to do a.cer- 
tain act he will be responsible for 
infringement of private rights through 
doing that act unless he can show 
that his authority is such, elther in 
its express terms or by necessary 
Implication, as to relieve him of 
Viability for. such Infringement. 

Applying that principle here tne 
onus is on the respondent to show 
that the grant of his licence vested 
in him the right to make noises in 
the night time to the annoyance of 
his neighbours -without committing 
uny‘offence or giving his nelghbours! 
any remedy under Section 13 of the 
Summary Offences Ordinance.

The respondent's case in short Is 
this: My Weence authorises me ‘to 
keep a dance hall; no dance hall.can 
function without musie and music 
involves n considerble amount of 
noise. Furthermore, by No, 22 of 
the conditions of my licence I ams 
alowed to iceep my dance hall open, 
and therefore my music: playing, 
until midnight and In special cir- 
cumstances even Jater, Ergo my 
licence: by implication empowers me 
to cause or permit nolse on my pre= 
L mises in the night time even though 
it may disturb or be likely to disturb 
my nelghbours. 

FALLACIOUS ARGUMENT 

In my view this argument fs falla- 
cious. If the words of Scctlon 13 
(1) were to the effect that “no per- 
son shall, between sunsct and 6 a.m,, 
play or cause or allow to be played 
on his premises any noisy musical 
instrument,” I agree that, if under 
a later statutory provislon o person 
had been authorised to allow nolsy 
musical instruments to be played on 
his premises, he would have a com- 
plete answer to a charge under Sec- 
tlon 13 (1) in that form. The re- 
pugnancy js spparent. 

What js provided ogainst by Sec- 
tion 13 (1), however, is the causing 
or permitting in the night time of 
any noise whhtever calculated to dis- 
turb or interfcre with public tran- 
quillity or to disturb or annoy any 
person. I can see no necessary re=- 
pugnancy here with a subsequent 
statutory provision under which cer- 
tain persons can be authorised to 
conduct dance halls at night with 
their. inevitable concomitant of band 
music since it is not a necessary re- 
sult of such authorisation that the 
music will be such as to disturb pri- 
vate or public tranquillity. 

Tho two statutory provisions can 
thus work together. Under his 
licence the respondent: was entitled 
to keep a dance hall but subject to 
the absolute ban imposed by Section 
13 of the Summary Offences Or- 
dinance upon making such nolse 


neighbours in the night time. 
’ It follows that this appeal must 
be allowed. At the same time I can- 


undoubtedly and rensonably. led - to 
believe, through the issue to him 
of a licence to keep o dance hall on 
those very premises, that he was en- 
titled to produce a: reasonable amount 
of musical nofse thereon without 
kfear of interference by his nelgh- 
bours. 

I consider therefore that justice 
will be done if we dismiss cach sum- 
mons with n caution ond without re- 
cording a conviction, and make no 
order as to costs. 

Mr. Justice Williams concurred.

The announcement revealed 
that the Ministry of Finance has 
instructed the Inspectorate-Gen- 
eral of . Customs henceforth to 
service all customs-secured loans 
from customs revenue, and re- 
jected its application for a fur- 
ther advance from the Central 
Bank of China. 


* For all long-term loans contracted 
before the start of the present war 
and not yet fully umortised, customs 
recetpts outside war-zones will be 
only deposited pro rata with the 
Centro) Bank for the, use of servicing 
the Government's obligations, the an- 
nouncement stated. 


ONLY TEMPORARY MEASURE 

The announcement — stressed that 
the present arrangement fs solely 
nimed at coping with the prevalling 
extruerdinary conditions precipitated 
by the illegal detention of customs 
funds by the Japanese in the varlous 
war zones, When the detained funds 
are returned and future receipts re- 
gularly turned in, the Government 
will revert to its original practice of 
authorising payments of all such 
funds into the Sinking Fund, 

The announcement reiterated the 
fuet that it hna always been the 
policy of the Government to meet Sty 
Joan obligations, especiilly — those 
secured on customs funds, regularly 
and on time. For the payment of

SENTENCES totalling 20 
years were’ imposed on 
five Chinese who pleaded 
guilty to returning from 
banishment, when _ they 
appeared before Mr. Justice 
R. EE. Lindsell at the 
Criminal Sessions _ this 
morning. 

Wong Mui, who was banished 
for life on May 13 last year, was 
sentenced to five years’ hard 
Inbour. Defendant plended that 
he had been deported to Swatow 
when he had wanted to go to 
Macuo or Shumchun. He had 
no relatives in Swatow and could 
not speak the dialect there, so 
had taken ship for Macao, and 
he had therefore to pass through 
the Colony. 

His Lordship remarked that defen- 
dant could have transferred straight 
from ‘the Swatow stenmer. to the 
Macao steamer, and yet he had been 
found in Shamshu‘po, which was 
rather curious,

Hi NEWS that Hungary has 
joined the anti-Comintern 
bloc will not surprise observers 
of events in Europe. That the 
move is not unanimously ap- 
proved by Hungarians is in- 
dicated, however, by reports of 
Opposition dissent in Pardia- 
ment and agrarian unrest in the 
country. 

Amon the subdividers of 
Czecho-Slovakia, Hungary | had 
the best claim histcrically and 
racially, «and was perhaps the 
least satisfied, 

The Magyars who came under 
the rule of Prague by the 
Treaty of Trianon had counted 
themselves Hungarians for cen- 
turies. Although hetter treated 
than most minorities in Europe 
no strong outside pull was re- 
quired to turn” their eyes to 
Budapest. And in Hungary the 
return of these “brothers” has 
been a primary pepular goal. 

Hungary alone cannot satisfy 
her claims by enforcing the type 
of threats which supported the 
German and Polish demands. 
The Government at Budapest, 
threatened both from the Ieft 
and right by internal political 
pressures, and secking financial 
stability, had no little cause for 
fear that continued Czech resis- 
tance would cause a war for 
which Hungary ig not prepared, 
physically or mentally. Bela 
Imredy's Government is engaged 
in agrarian reforms, breaking 
up some of the big estates, and 
secking to hold off the Hun- 
garian Nazis and preserve par- 
liamentary forms. A war would 
end that effort. 

Hungary’s fear of war is at 
an end, unless, of course, the 
September crisis is revived and 
the whole of Europe is plunged 
into chaos. It may be taken for 
granted that the price of Hun- 
ganian-participation in the anti- 
Comintern bloc is comparative 
freedom from internal Nazi 
pressure, at tho expense of de- 
mocracy elsewhere. It means, 
in effect, that Germany has 
extended its orbit further {nto 
tke south-cast, has pushed its 
fronticr to Rumania, the only 


nation that now separates Ger- 


many from the Black Son.

TUNIS, Thursday. 
IVE Arab youths in 
i cheap European suits 
and red fezes stand 
talking under the fuchsia 
trees at the corner of the 
straggling avenue... + 

An Italian labourer comes out 
of the one-price store opposite, 
climbs aboard a tramcar_ to 
Carthage; a stecl helmeted 
policeman on traflic duty mo- 
tions three white-robed women, 
their faces covered with black, 
visor-like stockinette veils, to 
make way for an official car 
bound fur the Regency. 

Outside the Cafe Royal Mime. 
—, seerelary’s wife, still Parisi- 
enne with high heels and furs, 
waits to take tea with Mme—, 
judge's wife. 

And moving swiftly on bony 
brown legs, on every pavement, 
every roadway, go countless 
Arabs in grimy white, or brown, 
or grey robes. 

This is Tunis City this hot 
afternoon, in this corner of 
North Afriea, which France has 
and Mussolini wants.- 


RHE French of Tunis 
have no doubt why 
Mussolini wants this strip of 
mountain, desert and plain, as 
big as the British Isles.: If he 
once has it he will be boss of 
the central and perhaps all the 
Mediterranean. 

For Tunis is the corner of 
Africa whieh runs closest to 
Haly. On the map, if your cye 
runs along the toe of the Italian 
peninsula’s boot, through tne 
island of Sicily and continues 
west, it comes to Tunis. 

With this part of Africa in 
his hands Mussolini. would 
easily be able to cut with sub- 
marines and airplanes all the 
main liner and warship routes in 
the Mediterranean. 

I stood yesterday on a head- 
land above the Bay of Carthage 
at North Tunis with a French 
Army reserve officer. He point- 
ed across a great blue sweep of 
bay, where two French sub- 
marines were dark dots moving 
secawards towards grey moun- 
tains in the cast. 

“Fifteen or twenty minutes’ 
flight away to the east by a fast 
bomber is the Italian island of 

antellaria, which Mussolini has 
turned jnto a solid fortress,” he 
said. “Bombers from Sicily 
could reich here in forty-five 
minutes. We are — standing 
practieally on European soil. If 
Italy were here it would be as if 
France held both shores of the 
English Channel.” 


HE paused and turned 

in the direction of the 

crumbling columns of the ruined 

city of Carthage that lay below 

us amid fussy white suburban 
villas of to-cny, 

“The old Carthaginians knew 
that if ‘the Romans once had 
power here they would be rulers 
of the Mediterranean,” he said. 
“That is why they sent Hannibal, 
elephants and all, to Europe to 
march over the Alps on Rome. 
That is why the Romans, too, 
thundered for a year, ‘Carthage 
must be destroyed,’ until finally 
100,000 Roman troops smashed 
old Carthage to bits and sowed 
the ruins with salt. The pro- 
blem is still the same now. as 
then at bottom.” 

Back in Tunis I stopped the 
ear at the ond of Jules. Ferry- 
avenue, where the cinemas and 
shops have finally given up the 
struggle of Europeanisation and 
left the field to strects of squalid 
one-storey yellow houses. 

Blacked-haired, brown-skinned 
children played in tho sun; 


black-haired, brown-skinned men shots with models and 


and women talked at the door- 
ways ‘of their homes. 

This is the “poor Italian” dis- 
trict of Tunis, where navvics, 
mechanics, trameur drivers, plas- 
terers, who mnke up a big part 
of the Italian colony, live. 

Out west in the villas and flats 
are wealthier Talian business 
men, shopkeepers . and lawyers. 
There are 94,000 Italians in 
Tunisian, the French say; against 
108,000 French. But the Italians 
scoff at these, figures and claim 
to be in the majority, saying the 
French counted in all the people 
born Italian but who have be- 
come naturalised and are now 
French. :

-doubt the great majority of the 


Italian colony are organised in- 
to one solid disciplined — block, 
controlled directly by the Fas- 
cist’ authorities from Rome. 


TPHERE are two local

One is .the Italian 
Consul, Signor Lanza. Bald- 
headed,.. of neat military  ap- 
pearance, he came here after 
winning: his spurs at the Consu- 
Inte in London. during the days 
of sanctions. From the new 
ConsuJate, where the gold Fas- 
cist emblem stands over the 
doorway, he controls Italian 
schools and hospitals, the work- 
ers’ welfare society, and other 
organisations through which the 
ideas of Italy and the Duce are 
kept ever before the cyes of the 
Italian colony.

drilling in the school courtyard

The second leader is thirty- 
eiytht-year-old Signor Santa- 
niaria, volatile, tough, dark-eyed 
member of Mussolini’s old guard, 
sent here six years ago to edit 
the propaganda daily paper, 
“L'Unione.” His mother is Eng- 
lish. He works in 8 room sur- 
rounded by five portraifs of the 
Duce and signed photographs of 
Ciano and Balbo.

Musso— 
lini enn't complain if his prede- 
cessors were too sloWw off the 
mark.” 

But what about the Tunisians 
themselves? What about the 
two and a half million people of 
the country, who range from 
olive-skinned city dwellers of the 
north—whose Arab blood is 
mingled with Greek, - Sicilian, 
Maltese—to Iean . peasants who 
work in the fields and in’ the 
phosphate and iton mines, and 
to Berber headmen of the de 
sert? 

What about the Bey of Tunis, 
who nominally still rules, whose 
signature in wavy Arabic must 
be at the bottom of every decree 
issued by the French? 

The present Bey is Sidi Mo- 
hammed e] Habib, descendant of 
Turkish aristocrats who were 
sent here to rule when tho coun- 
try was still part of Turkey. The’ 
oldest member of the family al- 
ways succeeds to the throne. 
Sidi Mohammed is a grey-beard- 

-ed man of seventy-cight, living 
at present on the north coast in 
a new palace which bears strik- 
ing resemblance to the Brighton 
Pavilion. 

He is said to have exclaimed 
angrily when he heard of the new 
Italian claims: “We fight to the 
lagi man, rather than come 
under Italian rule.” 


Bet this gesture must 
not be over-cstimated, 
For the Tunisians are not war- 
like, and the Bey is out of touch 
with the mass of the people. . 

It is in the narrow, covered-in 
streets such as the old bazaar, 
where merchants sit cross-legged - 
outside carpet and brassware 
shops and students hurry to the 
university and the mosque, that 
truc feeling is hammered out. 

This feeling is slow in develop- 
ing, for the Tunisian clings hard 
to his old life. Women still go 
veiled. They say only ten or- 
twelve Arab women in the whole 
of Tunis City go unveiled. There 
are still many-men who have two 
or three wives, but these are al- 
ways kept well in tho back 
ground, 

A Frenchman’ who has lived 
here all his life said to me: “TI 
have many Arab friends, with 
whom I dine at their houses, but 
I have never met their wives, 
and we never talk of them.” The 
favourite dress for men is still a 
Nowing Arab robe, which always 
looks rather as if they had jump- 
ed out of bed and taken the first 
shect or blanket along to wear. 
They are not permitted by the 
Koran to touch alcohol, but they 
ore not strict here, 

{ Their opinion, on the whole, 
for once agrees with the Bey. 
They don’t love the French since 
the riots of last April, when 
twelve were killed by troops. 
But they love the Italians still 
cas, 

The Arabs of Tripoli bring re- 
ports of strict Italian rulo there, 
which would be unwelcome to the 
easy-going Tunisians. Mean- 
while they adopt a wait-and-see 
policy. 

They stroll from the bazaar to 
the Evropenn cafes in the boule-, 
varda, watching silently this new 
European yivalry, developed by 
the shore of tha Mediterranean 
Sea which, despite the blood 
spilicd in a thousand battles on 
its shores, still keeps an atmos- 
phere of matchless blue and sil- 
ver beauty. ( .

French Air Defences ~~ 
Shown By Minister 


j PARIS, Jan. 15. 
THE FRENCH AIR MINISTER, M. Guy la 
Chambre, furnished some interesting details 
regarding the French air force in the course of 
an interview on Saturday evening. 


The Minister declared that in 
1938 the seed had been sown 
which would open into harvest 
in 1989, The task of increasing 
aeroplane production in France 
had started Jast year, and the 
first results achieved were 
already perceptible. - 


From September 1 until December 
1, 1038, fifty-three warplanes had 
been supplicd by the French Indus- 
try as compared with 33 during the 
same period in 1937, In December, 
the number had been Increased to 
70, and {n January to 00. 


200 PLANES A MONTH. 


The Minister expressed the opinion 
that by the middle of the resent 
the: monthly production of 
warplanes In France would omount 


to 200. 

The Minister remarked that they 
had been reproved for not buying 
2,000 machines from tho United 
Stntes, but his reply to that was that 
it would have been Impossible since 
the capacity of production ‘in the 
Americon alrcraft Industry did not 
suffice to carry such a big order. 
Moreover, the American ‘industry 
was shown to be dusy working on 
new prototypes, 

The Minister stressed that not 
only national factories, but also 
private ones were participating in the 
Incrense of French acroplone con- 
struction. ; 

The: Minister sald that particular 
attention was being pald to the 
{ralning. of the personnel of the air 
force. Nine hundred pilots had Jeft 
the State’ training schools in 1038, 
sompored with 413 in 1937. Provision 
nad also been mode to take over into 
the alr force, 180 officers from tho 
army, and to. place 300 reserve 
officers on the active ist, while 100 
non-commissioned “oMcers of the alr
